*“‘Governor, Mr. Mayor, -General Wise, La- 
dies and My Confederate Comrades—You 
will not wonder that I am literally over- 
whelmed by the flood of emotion which 
this scene evokes. As we look upon the 
grizzled locks and furrowed brows of these 
stalwart men, who thirty years ago were 
soldiers of an army which they immortal- 
ized by their deeds; when their presence in 
Richmond so vividly recalls that heroic 
era in which they were the herole actors: 
when we remember the position of Rich- 
mond, of Virginia, throughout whose bor- 
ders and over whose homes the tides of 
war swept, from first to last, with their 
wildest and most destructive flood; when 
we recur to the dauntless prowess of her 
sons and to the fortitude and almost mar- 
tyrdom of her glorious women, who for vur 
sakes stripped their homes of the simplest 
comforts—when, I say, all these deathless 
memories thrill us afresh, when we gather 
again in this long beleaguered and ever- 
loved city, how utterly inadequate afe the 
words of our lips to express the emotion of 
our hearts.’’ (Applause.) 

He paid a most eloquent and touching 
tribute to Virginia as the foster mother of 
American freedom, whose alarm bell gave 
tte signal that aroused the colonies, whose 
sons gave us the bill of rights and the con- 
stitution, and who gave the revolution and 
the confederacy their illustrious command- 
ers in chief. 

Continuing, he said: 

“With such history, therefore, who could 
doubt the character of the reception which 
Virginia would accord to ‘these battle- 
whenever and wherever 
convened upon her soil? (Applause.) 

‘“‘Profoundly impressed by its boundless 
hospitality and keenly sensible of its every 
meaning, I should fall far short of my duty 
to the southern people and to the republic 
itself if I failed to analyze to some extent 
its import and purpose.

SILVER’S FORCES 
~ ARE ON HAND 


No Gold Standard Men Have Put in 
al Appearance, 
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A CONFERENCE YESTERDAY 


After Which Bland Men Seemed 
Happy. 


CHATS WITH SOME OF THE SILVER LEADERS 


About Whom They-Think Will Be 
Nominated and the Two-Tfiirds 
° Rule Question. 


Chicago, June 3.—A week in advance of 
the day for the opening of the national 
convention the leaders of the silver element 
have donned their-armor and girded them- 


' selves for the coming fray.

Today the 
Sherman house, where the white metal 
headquarters have been located, resound. 
ed with the shouts and yells of its advo- 
cates resplendent in 16 to 1 badges, buttons 
and other insignia, while its register bore 
more distinguished names than have been 
inscribed in the books of the hostelry for 
a quarter of a century. 

So far none of the prominent advocates 
of the gold standard have put in an ap- 
pearance and consequ.: tly the silver peo- 
ple have undisput:d possession of the field. 
About tomorrow, however, the former will 
begin to be in evidence and from then on 
every day witt witness some new phase of 
a battle between the, majority and the 
minority. 

Silver Men in Conference.” 

The conspicuous features. of the opening 
of the war today were the conference be- 
tween the bimetallic democratic national 
committee and the outside silver men, and 
the meeting between Governor Stone, of 
Missouri, and Governor Altgeld, of Illinois, 
and the declaration of the Lllinois delega- 
tion in favor of the abrogation of the 
two-thirds rule. As to the first it was 
much more largely attended than had been 
anticipated, in view of the fact that it 
was simply a preliminary meeting. These 
were among those who responded to the 
roll call: United States Senators Harris, 
of Tennessee: Bate, of Tennessee; Jones, of 
Arkansas; Turpie, of Indiana, Cockrell, of 
Missouri: Daniel, of Virginia; . Senator- 
elect Money, of Mississippi; Governor 
Stone. of Missouri: Governor Altgeld, of 
Illinois; John QO. Tomlinson, of Alabama; 
ex-Congressman George Fithian, of Illi- 
nois; B. F. Shively, of Indiana; 5. Bevans, 
of Iowa; G. P. Hummer, of Michigan; 
Judge Shackelford, of Missouri, ex-Con- 
gressman W. J. Bryan and W. H. 
of Nebravka; Jolin Wech, 
Powers, of Salt Lake Cit, atid Wiley E. 
Jones, of Arizona,

Must Work Harmoniously. 

The preliminary meeting lasted less than 
an hour. The situation was informally 
discussed and it was agreed that the si- 
ver forces need only to work harmoniously 
in order to insure the adoption of an out- 
and-out 16.to 1 platform. 

What gave the conferrees most concern 
was the matter of the temporary organiza- 
tion of the convention. The fact was «welt 
upon that the sentiment of the national 
committee was opposed to that of a ma- 
jority of the delegates, but on the other 
hand it was insisted that it did not neces- 
sarily follow that the committee would go 
so far as to attempt to get in any advan- 
tage or attempt to consumate any strategic 
air of authority vested in it. In order to 
be on the safe side, it was finally determin- 
ed to appoint a committee of five to wait 
on the executive committee of the national 
committee and, as the resolution diplomat- 
ically put it, to confer with the body in 
reference to all questions and matters af- 
fecting temporary organization and pro- 
eeedings. This committee, as designated 
by Senator Harris, who presided over the 
conference, is composed of Senators Jones, 
Turpie, Daniels and Governors Stone and 
Altgeld. 

This committee repaired to the headquar- 
ters of the national committee at the 
Palmer house, after dinner, but was in- 
formed by Mr. Sheerin that Chairman Har- 
rity would not arrive till tomorrow morn- 
ing and that a meeting of thes executive 
committee had been called for noon. The 
delegates intimated their desire to be 
given an audience at © o'clock p. m. 

The conference between Governor Store, 
the leader of the Bland forces, and Altgeld, 
was held behind closed doors in the latter’s 
quarters at the Sherman house, Colonel 
Charles H. Jones, of St. Louis, being the 
only outsider present or within a hundred 
vards of earshot. The conference was evi- 
dently prearranged, as Governor Stone 
went to the Sherman house after register- 
ing at the Auditorium. 

Nearly an hour was consumed in the con- 
ference, and at its conclusion not one of 
those present would say’'a word or breathe 
a suggestion concerning its import. Gov- 
ernor Stone, however, appeared to be in 
particularly exuberant spirits and insisted 
that Bland could not be kept ottt of the 
nomination. Sixteen to one, he said, meznt 
Bland: Bland meant 16 to 1; both meant 
free silver, and that was the issue of the 
day. 

The news of the conference spread quick- 
ly around town and it was taken at once 
for’ granted that the Bland leaders had 
made some kind of an alliance with Gov- 
ernor Altgeld, at whose word the forty- 
eight votes of Illinois will be cast as he 
wills it and as a unit on all questions. 
Governor Altgeld was asked point blank 
whether such an alliance had been formed, 
but he merely smiled and said that the 
time to talk had not arrived. 

The conference created uneasiness among 
the supporters of Governor Boies and some 
decidedly bitter talk was indulged in con- 
cerning the alleged antagonism of Gov- 
ernor Altgeld toward the grand old man of 
the Iqwa democracy. 

. At the Boies Headquarters. 

At the Boies headquarters in the Paimer 
house it was declared this evening that if 
allowed to use their own inclinations the 
followers of the Indiana delegation would 
vote for the Iowa man. “He would have 
assurance of sympathy from a number of 
delegates from this state,’"’ said a member 
of the Boies committee.

The meeting of the forty-eight delegates 
from Illinois, called by Governor Altgeld, 
Was as lively as it was short. The dele- 
gation had a number of chips on its shoul- 
der and it was anxious that the powers 
that be of the forthcoming convention 
should be made acquainted with the fact. 
When an organization had been effected by 
electing Governor Altgeld as chairman. of 
the delegation, the matter of tickets was 
brought up. Each delegate and alternate 
has beén allotted one visitor’s card, but 
each and every one has fifty friends in- 
sisting upon being provided for. In proper 
order this matter should be attended to 
by the national committeeman, Cable, but 
the latter, who was turned down at the 
Peoria convention, was again ignored and 
Lawyer A. S. Trude was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to wait upon Secretary Shee- 
rin and Sergeant-at-Arms, Martin and de- 
mand that the square thing be done by 
the Illinois boys. If the request should 
be refused, it was suggested that 
the delegation should exert itself to defeat 
the ambitions of Secretary Sheerin, who is 
a candidate for re-election. 


As to the Two-Thirds Rule. 

The two-thirds rule was taken up, and 
by unanimous vote it was decided to work 
and vote for its abrogation. Governor Alt- 
geld made a strong speech against the 
rule, insisting that independent of present 
conditions, the time had arrived in the his- 
tory of the democratic party when it should 
be abolished for the reason that .it.was un- 
democratic. It was a basic, principle of 
democracy, he said, that the majority 
should govern, and a two-thirds rule sim- 
ply meant tyranny. It was decided that 
the delegation in common with others 
should exert its influence to secure 4 clause 
in the reports of the committee on rules 
declaring the two-thirds rule hitherto in 
vogue null and void. The delegation will 
again caucus on Sunday morning, when it 
will name its members of the various con- 
vention committees and possibly declare its 
choice for the presidential nomination. 

Secretary of State Heinrichsen, who is 
One of the Illinois delegates at large and 
chairman of the democratic state central 
committee, ,said, after the Altgeld-Stone 
conference, when asked if the Illinois dele- 
gation was favorable to Boies: “Well, we 
want a man who is a friend of labor.”’ 
When Teller was suggested, the chief lieu- 
tenant of Governor Altgeld remarked: “Not 
in a thousand years. We want a democrat 
who will get the support of the populists 
and westerners generally.’ 

They Propose To Run It. 

Mr. Heinrichsen spoke defiantly of the 
gold democrats, with special reference to 
William C. Whitney. and his mission to 
‘“hicago. ‘The silver men have a two- 
thirds majority in this convention,” he ex- 
Claimed, ‘‘and they propose to take posses- 
Sion and run it. We are not going to be 
Satisfied with dictating a platform. We 
want a man who fits the platform. A year 
ago, after the Illinois democratic silver 
convention, I wrote Mr. Whitney regard- 
ing a conference of the gold and silver 
wings of the party. His an- 
swer was short and curt, being 
to the’ effect that a conference with 
so small a faction of the party as we rep- 
resented was. not desired. Well, the situa- 
ation has altered somewhat since then, 
and now we are in a position to say to Mr. 
Whitney as he said to us in 1895: ‘My 
dear sir, you represent so small a faation 
of the party that really a conference is 
diflicuit to nandie (ho Silver men 
this time. The Illinois delegates are an in- 
dependent lot of men and no ten men can 
swing them for anybody.”

In answer 
to a question concerning his presidential 
candidacy, he said: 

“T am in no sense of the word a can- 
didate.” 

‘But you could not refuse a nomination 
were it tendered?’’ was suggestef". 

“It has not been offered,’’ was the answer. 
‘No man has a right to say he will ac- 
cept or decline én honor before it is 
offered.”’ 

“You must know that your friends are’ 
working to even have yaqu nominated at 
Chicago, and with the ultimate hope that 
all the silver forces may combine on you 
before the end of July?” 

‘My good friends are enthusiastic for 
me, and I have had intimations that a 
movement is on foot to present my name; 
but I would prefer. not to discuss the mat- 
ter. You can readily see that in my posi- 
tion it would be indelicate for me to ex- 
press opinions personal to myself.” 

Speaking of the approaching democratic 
convention at Chicago, Senator Teller said 
he sincerely hoped the free ‘coinage ele- 
ment would. not allow the Cleveland ad- 
ministration and the gold standard influ- 
ences to snatch from them the victory they 
have’ apparently won. 

“T trust also,” the senator added, ‘‘the 
Chicago convention will nominate a good, 
strong man to head the ticket. It will be 
a great step forward in the fight to be 
waged for silver.” 

Senator Teller added that his information 
was that free coinage would have any- 
where from 200 to 300 majority. 

“Attempts will be made to buy and bull- 
doze,’’ he continued, “but I cannot believe 
a single man who goes there for silver will 
be corrupted. It is going to be one of the 
greatest and liveliest conventions ever 
held, and it would not surprise me were 
it to last a week or ten days. It will be, 
perhaps, the equal in interest and enthusi- 
asm of the gathering which’ in 1860 nomi- 
nated Lincoln.”’

SIR MORETON FREWEN 
WRITES A LETTER. 


BLAMES CLEVELAND WITH RE- 
TARDING BIMETALLISM. 


Says If We Open Our Mints to Silver 
Europe Will Have To Follow 
at Once. 


Denver, Col., June 30.—The following let- 
ter from Moreton Frewen, the noted Eng- 
lish bimetallist. has been made public: 

“95 Chesham Place, London, June 17, 1896 
~Dear Mr. Merrick: Thank you for your 
letter and for your book, which I shall 
read with interest. “You, in the states. 
have at last arrived at that currency frisis 
which every intelligent student has ‘seen 
so inevitably advancing. 
ns | affirm with strong conviction that 
the way would have been prepared during 
the past three years for an international 
settlement of this great difficulty had it 
not been for the fortitude of just one man 
—your president. Mr. Cleveland is paying 


the penalty for the obstinate determination, 


he has evinced throughout to thrust your 
country into not merely the gold standard, 
but the straightest gold monometallism. 

‘Those of us who have been ardent work- 
ers here for international bimetallism 
have found ‘ourselves, at all points, crossed 
and defeated by Mr. Cleveland’s actions 
and Mr. Cleveland’s emissaries. He has 
sent Mr. Atkinson over here on a special 
mission to try and persuade those in the 
present cabinet—such men as Mr. Chaplain 
and Mr. Balfour, that they were ‘cranks’ 
—that the concurrent legal tender of the 
two metals was impracticable. Mr. Bal- 
four’s difficulties within Lord Salisbury’s 
cabinet were in any case very great. They 
were made infinitely greater by the ridicule 
poured upon the whole project of currency 
reform by Mr. Cleveland, Mr. J. Sterling 
Morton, Mr. Hoke Smith and others. The 
speeches and absurd letters of these gen- 
tlemen were. six months ago, to be found 
in many of our daily papers. 
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am writing) of those members of our 
government who were pledged to currency 
reform because of the attitude of the 
government at Washington, that last year 
we, for the time, gave up the struggle. 

“TI rejoice then in the revolt of the dem- 
ocratic party, and I venture to say that 
should that party be successful in electing 
a free silver president and congress, before 
Mr. Clevelaid goes out of the white house 
an international arrangement will have 
been secured. 

“The Rothschilds here—the wealthy in- 
vestors in every capital in Europe—could 
not afford to sit still and see your country 
go it alone. Europe will respond to your 
spirited initiative if the United States 
pledges itself to immediate free coinage, 
I emphatically believe that M. Meline, on 
behalf of France, will offer free mintage: 
we here are pledged to reopen the Indjan 
while the delegates to the recent 
conference at Brussls, which I attended, 
gave us every encouragement to hope that 
zermany, Austria and Russia would agree 
to purchase a large quantity of silver an- 
nually to swell their legal tender money. 
To purchase it, I may add, if they can 
get hold of the metal at all.

Chicago, June 30.—During the past ten 
days the markets have passed through a 
period of severe depression, which has 
checked buying from almost all sources 
and caused free liquidation by holders.

Clearances aggregated over 5000,000 bushels 
and there was a much stronger feeling in 
Wall street. On the other hand, the 
weather was fine all over the country and 
receipts in the northwest were again lib- 
eral—over 700 cars.

Mileage Tickets. 

Chicago, Jun¢ 30.—The mileage bureau of 
western road4, an adjunct of the Western 
Passenger Association, has been in ex- 
istence nearly a month, and its operation 
has been in every way. satisfactory to pas- 
senger / Officials and those \who are ad- 
minissering its requirements. Tests have 
beep made at frequent intervals during the 
mefth of the market and on trains, and 
yhile it has been found there are still some 
tickets being handled by scalpers and some 
conductors who are not as careful as they 
should be, these tests have proved very 
satisfactory. 

Tests of the market have been made in 
all the large cities in which mileage of 
western roads is sold. In this city opera- 
tives of the mileage bureau have been at 
work almost every day since June Ist. 
Though five days’ time was given brokers 
in which to dispose of their stock of books 
without loss to themselves, passenger inen 
did not believe they would completely sell 
out, for mileage has been their chief stock 
in trade for years. Over $25,000. worth of 
mileage was bought in by Chicago pas- 
senger Officials alone. The first few days 
after these purchases operatives found 
searcely any mileage on the market, Later 
they were able to purchase books, showing 
there are other avenues’ through which 
brokers secure them than railroad offices. 

It is not insisted, of course, that. no mile- 
age is being sold, or that all conductors 
are taking up mileage presented by parties 
other than original purchasers, but it is 
declared the manipulation of this class of 
transportation has been reduced lower 
than at any time for years. Railroad men 
are, therefore, more than pleased with the 
organization it took them so long to form, 
and without exception they consider it 
the most important forward step taken in 
passenger matters for years.
